PARIS, Oct. 14.—The back bone of 
the railroad strik e appears today to 
be brok en.

Early today hundreds of strik ers as­ 
sembled and attem pted v iolence when 
the trains started, but by noon the 
trains were running unmolested. Hun­ 
dreds of strik ers now in the jails will 
be released and only the leaders are 
to be punished. 
Bomb Throwing Las t Night 
Following a day of wild rioting a 
powerful bomb was 
exploded 
last 
night about m idnight in front of the 
house at No. 6 Rue De Berri, a few 
doors from the Champs Elysees. The 
explosion smashed in the door and 
seriously damaged the facade. 
All 
the windows in the adjoining houses 
wetre brok en. 
No one was injured, 
thè lower floors of the house being un­ 
tenanted. 
Half of Paris was in dark ness last 
night. 
Many members of the electricians’ 
union struck in sym pathy with the 
railw ay employes late yesterday aft­ 
ernoon.
